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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant points to GREEN THUMB as the basis for the now claimed pesticides , components, nutrients & 
surfactants of claims 41- 56. Examiner finds questions of NEW MATTER; & requirement for new search for the limited compositions as now 
claimed. The only support examiner can see is for the use of GREEN THUMB, not completely identified, & as an aqueous composition for 
foliar application. These claims now must be free of water, complexion agents, filleers, excipients, adjuvants & any other componenets 
besides the required single or multiple agents of (a) through (f). It is not at all evident that this mode, absent any other component or 
element , is present in the specification as filed. Neither do we see ONLY the elected species of sucrose, N, N , FOLIC ACID, A 
SURFACTANT & Na aluminofluoride. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive; the 
application of the limited fertilizer, as compared to GREEN THUMB, IS impressive -both treatments reduce phytotoxicity, not by an order of 
magnitude, thus in the range of expected. The pesticides of Harmon & Klopppng are phytotoxic, as they are the instant Organophosphates, 
carbamates , synthetic pyrethroids, botanicals , copper hydroxides benzimdazoles, antibiotics & Na aluminofluorides of claim 4. Others 
may be also, but PTO has no basis for testing, & applicant has not shown the preponderance of listed pesticides are non-phytotoxic.(see 
col. 4,5 & 6 of HARMONS benximidazoles are the main active of KLOPPING),. 
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
